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The CSA Reimbursement Process

 The locality must incur the expenditure before requesting
reimbursement from the State.

« All CSA expenditures are maintained, reviewed, and approved at the
local level.

* Localities must submit their expenditure data into the OCS Local
Expenditure and Data Reimbursement System (LEDRS) in order to
be reimbursed for the state share of the local CSA cost.

« LEDRS does a validation check of the expenditure data submitted. If
there are no error a Pool Reimbursement Request is generated
showing the state share of allowable CSA costs.

« |f there are insufficient funds LEDRS will provide an error and stop
the request. This will require the locality to submit a request for
additional funds.
